Nathan Strauss ‘ 
(1848-1931) 
Prince of the Generous Heart 


_ HAT you give after death is lead; what. you give in 
WH wane is silver; what you give in life is gold,” 
says the Talmud. The gifts of Nathan Strauss were gold; 
he was a generous philanthropist all his long life. Born in 
Bavaria, he came to America at the age of six. His early 
childhood was spent in the South. 

His father was prosperous, but during the Civil War 
the Strauss fortune was swept away. The father brought 
his family to New York and started a business in pottery 
and glassware, while Nathan, now in early manhood, was 
sent to business college. He later joined his father’s firm 
and proved an extraordinary merchant. Under his manage- 
ment the business prospered. 

One day he visited the slums of the city. The emaci- 
ated children of the poor aroused his pity. He made the ap- 

' palling discovery that many of these babies were dying 
because of the impure milk fed to them. At that time the 
Frenchman Pasteur had discovered a method of destroying 
the disease germs in milk. Strauss went to Europe to in- 
vestigate the Pasteur method. He returned to America, 
and, in the face of attacks from sellers of milk and even 
from physicians, he opened depots in the public parks 
where Pasteurized milk was sold to the poor at half price. 

The results were amazing. Other cities followed suit 
and also established milk depots. Strauss gave up his 
business affiliations amd devoted himself entirely to philan- 
thropic works. He founded the first tuberculosis preven- 
tarium for children, established lodging houses for the 
homeless, and food stations for the hungry. 

A devout Jew, he longed to see the homeland of his 
people. When he arrived in Palestine and saw the wretch- 
ed conditions there, he spent vast sums of money in the 
building of a water system to supply pure water, and 
from Europe he brought great eye specialists to set up clin- 
ics for the treatment and cure of the natives ravaged by 
blindness. He built schools for the education of the chil- 
dren, soup kitchens for the poor, and a factory so that 
hundreds could be employed and earn a livelihood. Until 
the day of his death, he worked selflessly for all mankind. 
He will be remembered by this and future generations as 
the merchant-prince of the generous purse and the open 
heart.

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: Could you tell me the meaning of the 
name Maizlish As far as I know, it comes from the 
Polish town of Swiniuchy, Wolyn Gub. I would appreciate it 
very much if you told me afl you could about it—MORTON B. 
MAIZLISH, Flint, Mich. 


MAIZLISH is the same name as Meisels or Meisel and 
means “Son of Mordechai”. Meisel or Maizel is an affectionate 
diminutive of the Hebrew pame Mordechai and dates back 
about 400 year$. The family seems to have originated in Cra- 
cow, Poland about the middle of the 16th century. Some mem- 
bers emigrated from Cracow to Prague, Czechoslovakia, others 
spread to Hungary and Russia. Several were rabbis in various 
parts of Poland—the best known being Rabbi Dob Meisels 
who was a Polish Senator, an Austrian Member of Parliament 
and died in Warsaw in 1870. One very wealthy Meisels founded 
a synagogue in Prague which.was long called after his name. 
Other members of the family were pioneer printers of Hebrew 
books in Poland. The spelling Maizlish dates back to a time 
when the Hebrew transliteration of Yiddish was peculiar in 
that the sound “s” was spelled “sh”. Instead of Meisels the 
name was spelled Meiselsh. Ié was difficult to pronounce and 
for that reason the estar? was altered to Meislish or (in 
Polish) Maizlish. ‘

5 eer problem of multiple campaigns in 
our local Jewish communities has 
come to the fore because of the unwill- 
ingness of some of the beneficiaries of 
the one annual drive to accept reduced 
allocations. _ 

But this is not the full picture. 

All along, even while our one annual 
drive was raising magnificent amounts 
for all causes—not that any of them 
were really satisfied, however—there 
have been independent campaigns going 
on. These were for the Histadrut, or 
Brandeis university, or in some years for 
the Hebrew university or the Technion, 
and also of course for domestic agencies 
like the Joint Defense Appeal of the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith 
and the American Jewish Community. 

So the problem is far from simple. 

And it is rendered more complex by 
the realization that those agencies which 
have conducted independent drives very 
likely have realized more money than if 
they had been beneficiaries of the one 
combined campaign. 

The crux of the matter here, though, 
is the compounded cost of conducting 
these independent drives. 

Figures show that the costs of inde- 
pendent drives skyrocket as compared to 
those of the combined campaigns, 

No one wants a return to the time 
when every agency went through every 


community with its own campaign. 

The present arrangement, 
there are a limited number of independ- 
ent drives, is probably preferable. Prob- 
ably even preferable to one single drive 
in which even Brandeis university was 
included. 

We say this because where an inde- 
pendent drive is operated with a mini- 
mum of cost, and does raise a consider- 
able amount in funds, it probably does 
so without affecting the total raised in 
the annual drive to the same extent as 
the amount raised by the independent 
campaign. 

But if too many agencies conduct in- 
dependent drives, as for instance at 
present in the Milwaukee Jewish com- 
munity, and the one annual drive’s suc- 
cess is endangered, then the local com- 
munity will rebel. 

From this revolt will come only one 
result. A new pattern will be effected, 
and most probably will force every 
agency seeking funds in the community 
into the annual drive. 

The thing to guard against, as long 
as we are living through an era in the 
development of the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity where we are a voluntary com- 
munity with little means of effecting 
even the voluntarism, is precipitate ac- 
tion which will split the community and 
fragmentize it. 


Healots Have Right to Move 


ROBABLY the American Jewish com- 
munity, much more even than the 
Israeli Jewish community, can appreci- 
ate the problem raised by the Naturei 
Karta in their unlawful efforts to gain 
what to them seems to be the most im- 
portant thing in the world. 

Philip Slomovitz, editor of the Jew- 
ish News of Detroit, takes up the cudgels 
against the Naturei Karta, and feels that 
their intention to move into the Jordan 
part of Jerusalem should bring the 
erowning condemnation of this ultra- 
Orthodox sect. 

We hold otherwise. 

There is no question but that the 
Naturei Karta are a thorny problem. 

But just as in the Bar Giora case 
where a school teacher, a former Jewess, 
has converted to Christianity, a matter 
of real democracy is involved. 

If the Naturei Karta were deter- 
mined to leave the Jewish part of Jeru- 
salem because they want to help the ene- 
mies of Israel conquer the Jewish state, 
that is one thing. If they leave Israel 
because they are seeking a holy spot

It is weakest 
and tends towards authotarianism when 
it is unable to condone differences even 
of the kinds that are considered close to 
being destructive.
